At New York Taft Inspects First 
Really Great Fleet He Has 
Seen Since Election. 





FIGHTERS IN’ GALA -DRESS 





Guns Roar Over the Hudson as 
Chief Magistrate Appears— 
Admirals. Call.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—President Taft 


today had his first real view of the 
American navy. It had so happened 
since he entered the White house that 
the fleet which was so greatly admired 
by his predecessor, Col. Roosevelt, had 
been on widcly scattered duty for the 
greater part of the time. 

And while the President had reviewed 
two divisions of the Atiantic fleet. in 
Provincetown Harbor in the summer of 
1910, and a: littke more than two weeks 
ago in San Francisco had stood on the 
quarter deck of the flagship California 


today come into his own as Commander- 
in-Chief of the fighting forces of the 


country. 
From the bridge of the Presidential 


yacht Mayflower, Mr. Taft reviewed 
the gray arrhada that for nearly a week 
had swung at anchor in the Hudson 
River awaiting his inspeetion. As the 
little white Mayflower picked her way 
in and out among the giant craft of 
the battleship, the guns roafed in salute. 

The yacht bearing the’’President's 
blue-crested flag sailed gracefully along 
the seven-mile columm of fighting ships, 
turned at the end and headed again 
down the river. 

Fleet to Pass in Review. 

Late this afternoon the entire fleet, 
99 vessels in all, will get under way and 
pass in review of the President. while 
the Mayflower lies at — otf. the 
} Statue of Liberty. . 

President Taft planned to spend the 
day on the water. His 
Jersey City from Washington shortly 
after 7 o’clock and a few minutes later 
he was being transferred to the May- 
flower. As he went aboard, his. flag 
was broken from the masthead and the 
usual honors were paid to him. 

As a rule Mr. Taft requests that all 
ceremonies on the Mayflower be sus- 
pended. Today’s events being purely 
official, however, the ceremonials pre- 
scribed in the navy regulations were fol- 
lowed to the letter. 

When President Taft had taken his 
place on the bridge, the Mayflower got 
under way and headed up the Hudson, 
if was quite a sail to the foot of Fifty- 
ninth street where the head of the\bat- 
tleship column rested. On board the 
lagship Connecticut a sharp lookout had 
been kept down the harbor and as soon 
as the presidential flag was made out 
in the distance, the flagship let go with 
her saluting guns. 

The white puff from the first gun had 
hardly cleared the muzzle when the 
other vessels in the line following the 
motions of their leader haa begun. firing 
the presidential salute of 21 rounds. 


Admirals Pay Calis, 

The last echoes’ of the salute were 
drifting down the river from the far end 
of the line as the Mayflower crépt to 
anchorage near the Connecticut. Her 
ergines had scarcely stopped running 
when half a score of sturdy little steam 
barges were headed for her starboard 
gangway. 

The admirals of the fleet were on their 

Way personally to pay their respects to 
the President. Rear Admiral Hugo Os- 
terhaus, commander-in-chief of the fleet, 
sailing from the Connecticut, was first 
to board the Mayflower. He was at- 
tended by his aideg and as he passed 
up the gangway there was a flourish of 
trumpets, a ruffle of drums anda strain 
or two of a@ lively march by the Marine 
Band. 

Admiral Osterhaus soon was followed 
by the other flag officers of the fleet 
who went aboard in accord. with their 
divisional rank. The President and Sec- 
retary Meyer stood on the quarter deck. 
Mr. Taft had a cordial expression of 
greeting for. each of the officers. 

When the reception had ended and the 
admirals had sailed away. in their 
barges, the President prepared to return 
courtesies with a call on board the 
Connecticut. The guns of the flagship 
thundered a salute as. he came eboara 
and again when he left. 

It was from the Connecticut that the 
President got his best view of the an- 
chored fleet. With the sounding of col- 
ors at 8 a. m., @ great transformation 
had come over the dull-gray vessels. 
Their gaunt yard arms and skeleton 
rasts which had stood out bare and 
ungraceful against the sky line, sudden- 
ly bloomed with the vari-colored flags

HALLER'S QUARRY 


Ledge Crashes Down on Ivan 
Varelija When He Is at 
Work on Wall. 


A cave-in at Maller’s quarry, 5100 Min- 


nesoia avenue buried Ivan Varelija un-| 
der three tons of stone Thursday after-!

noon. 
Varelija was working a steam drill 


to cut into the face of\a sheer wall of 


rock. 


Six feet above him was a projecting 
shelf of limestone 8 feet long and 4 


feet thick. Whether this was loosened 


by his drill or by a blast in another 
part of the quarry has not been deter- 


mined, 
There was a rumbling sound. Vare- 
lija’s companions ran for their lives. 


Some narrowly escaped being caught 


under the ledge which fell with a cragh, 


filing the quarry excavation with white 


dust. 


When the air cleared Varelija was 


hidden from sight. Above him, like a 
great, rough-hewn monument, lay the 
ledge of stone. 

To recover the body the other work- 
men, led by Louis Jeggio of 6701 South 
Broadway and George 
Minnesota avenue, tried in vain to move 
the great boulder with crowbars. 


They then assailed it with sledge- 
literally pounding to pleces

DIES SUDDENLY 
UF PNEUMONIA}: 


He Was Actor, Sailor, Gold 
Miner, Explorer and Author 
“of Plays.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Nov. 2.— 
Kyrie Bellew, one of the feremost actors 
of the English-speaking stage, author 
and explorer, died here shortly after 6 
o’clock this morning cf pneumonia, after 
a brief iliness. Betlew was taken ill 
last Friday but although a portion of 
Salt Lake engagements were cancelled 
his illness was nut cunsidejed serious 
until yesterday morning, when conges- 
tion of the lungs set In. 

His body will be taken to New York 
at noon today, accompanied by the 
members uf “‘The Mollusc” company, in 
which Bellew was playing. 

In addition to his ‘successes as a ro- 
mantic actor, Bellew was a successful 
dramatist and adapter. He arranges 
and presented a successful English adap- 
tion of “La Tosca’ and was author of 
the English version of “Charlo’‘te Cor- 
day’’ and other plays. 

Covered a Wide’ Field. 

The other parts played by’ Bellew cov- 
ered a wide fleld, ranging‘from Shak- 
speare to modern comedy, but perhaps 
his greatest success was his perform- 
ance of Raffles in the drama of. that 
tame. He also created the leading roles 
in “The Thief,”’ “Brigadier Gerard,”’ *‘A 
Gentleman of France” and other suc- 
cesses. His private life was as varied 
and adventurous as the roles he pre- 
sented. He was born at Calcutta, India, 
in 1857, of English parents, his father 
being the chaplain of Calcutta Cathe- 
dral. For seven years he was a cadet) 
in the British navy,.but the discovery 
of gold in Australia lured him from the 
service aad he spent a number of years 
in Australia working as a miner at Bel- 
larat and as a reporter on Melbourne 
newspapers.

Another May Die From Injuries} 


in Explosion From Fire. at 
Chehalis, Wash. 


By Associated Press. 

CHEHALIS, Wash. Nov. 2.—Fire 
which destroyed the factory of the 
Ymperial Powder Co. here killed seven 
young women, and an eighth probably 
will die. Only two girls escaped, al- 
though a dozen men were unhurt. 

The cause of the fire is a mystery. 
One report is that a pot of paraffina 
in the mixing room was allowed to 
burn, and that part of it ran inte 
some powder. A flash followed and 


lsoon the whole structure was ablaze. 


The girls were hurled down togeth- 


er, and, owing to the rapid spread of 
the flames, could not escape from be- 
hind a counter on which they were 


| working. 


Four of the company’s buildings 
were destroyed, together with equlp- 
ment and many tons of manufactured 
powder, entailing a financial loss of 
$20,000 or more.

_ About two wecks afterward, as closely 
as she can remember, Mrs. Levitan, 
wife of the druggist, says she had “a 
visit from a man-who she says closely 
resembled the accused pastor and that 
her visitor,.in a highly nervous staté, 
wanted to buy some “cyanide of >ot- 
ash.”

: Looking Up the Sale. 

The girl to whom Levitan sold the 
roison entered his store about noon 
and asked for “5 or 10 cents worth’ of 
cyanide of potash.” The édruggist 
thought ft was an. wnmusual ‘request 
from such a young girl, and asked 
her if she was familiar with the dead- 


ly character of the poison. The gir, 


who appeared in excellent spirits, re- 
plied: ? 

“Oh, yes; I know all about it/ I 
know howit acts and evervthing 
about it. I am studying chemistry 
and want it for mechanical purposes. 
I am not afraid of it.” : 

“Then,” said Levitan, “I sold her a 
couple of drams, first wrapping the 
cyanide in tissue paper and then in 
white paper. I can’t remember 
whether I placed the package in a box 
or not, but I do know that I made the 
girl sign the book used in such cases; 
but I can’t remember what signature 
she wrote... Monday I asked D. W. 
Frazier, who has assumed charge of 
the Cambridge store, to look through 
the book and find out what name was 
written opposite the sale, and he said 
he would do so.” 

Woman's Statement. 

Mrs. Bessie Levitan, wife of the 
druggist, said today: 3 

“I was tending the store one day,
